On its face, the so-called investigation of any federal connection Oswald may have had 
was an obscene charade. Had his relationship been with the CIA, then the Warren Commis- 
sion was investigating itself, for Commissioner Allen Dulles headed the CIA at that time 
- enough to have disqualified him as a member of the Commission. I shall deal with that 
in a book tentatively titled AGENT OSWALD. Whether or not Oswald had been a CIA agent 
was not the only relevant CIA question in the New Orleans case. However, the only manner 
in which a subpena calling for Dulles's appearance could be served was through the United 
States Attorney for Washington, D. C. See p.93-
